BNP  -  We  are  now 
Britain’s  4th  party 


THE  2005  General  Election  saw  the  British  National  Party 
clearly  emerge  as  Britain’s  fourth  most  organised  and 
influential  political  party. 

Despite  a  virtual  media  blackout  on  coverage  of  the  BNP 
during  the  whole  four  week  campaign  and  an  orchestrated 
smear  campaign  by  a  hostile  press  in  London  and  Yorkshire, 
the  people  of  Britain  turned  to  the  British  National  Party  in 
significant  numbers. 

Seat  after  seat  saw  BNP  candidates  increase  their  share  of 
the  vote  and  there  were  some  excellent  results  in  seats  being 
contested  for  the  very  first  time. 

In  only  a  handful  of  seats  (10)  did  UKIP  candidates  get 
marginally  more  votes  that  a  BNP  candidate,  whereas  our 
candidates  beat  UKIP  in  66  seats.  There  was  no  spectacular 
support  for  the  chameleon  of  Robert  Kilroy-Silk’s  Veritas  Party 
who  had  stolen  the  BNP’s  clothing  on  immigration  and  Europe. 
Only  in  Veritas’s  showcase  seat  of  Erewash  where  Kilroy-Silk 
was  standing,  did  any  of  their  candidates  beat  the  BNP. 

In  addition,  BNP  candidates  beat  the  Greens  in  25  seats,  while 
Green  Party  candidates  beat  the  BNP  in  just  6  seats.  We  are 
not  just  an  ephemeral  pressure  group  ready  to  be  used  by  the 
establishment  and  dumped  when  we  no  longer  fit  their  agenda; 
we  are  the  real  voice  of  patriotic  nationalism.

HE  GREAT  AGE  of  oil 
transformed  the  world. 
Over  the  past  century 
this  one-off  natural  bounty 
of  fossil  energy  created  our 
modern  industrial  civilisation, 
quadrupled  the  population,  and 
gave  those  people  residing  in 
the  developed  world  a  superb 
standard  of  living. 

Back  in  the  1970s,  environmentalists 
warned  that  all  this  was  about  to 
come  to  an  end  as  oil  ran  out.  When  it 
didn’t,  the  various  disasters  predicted 
for  a  world  without  oil  were  forgotten 
about.  Promising  alternative  energy 
investment  programmes  were  closed 
down  as  politicians  of  all  hues 
carried  on  planning  for  ever-lasting 
economic  growth  fuelled  by  an 
ever-growing  energy  supply. 

But  those  politicians  were  wrong 
and  so  were  the  environmentalists. 
The  problem  never  was  that  oil  is 
going  to  run  out,  with  industrial 
civilisation  collapsing  when  the  last 
barrel  is  gone.  The  truth  is  that  this 
will  never  happen. 

The  real  problem  is  that  approxi¬ 
mately  half  of  the  world’s  oil  reserves 


-  the  easily  found,  easily  tapped  and 
easily  refined  half  -  have  already 
gone.  This  happened  in  the  United 
States  in  1971  and  it  happened  in  the 
North  Sea  in  2000.  It  will  probably 
happen  in  South  America  next  year, 
in  China  the  year  after  that,  and  in  the 
Middle  East  in  2009. 

Of  course,  new  fields  are  still  being 
discovered,  but  they  tend  to  be  smaller 
and  to  take  much  more  energy  to 
exploit.  They  will  help  delay  the 
time  when  oil  actually  runs  out, 


but  they  cannot  delay  the  moment 
when  overall  global  production  peaks, 
and  goes  into  permanent,  steep  and 
irreversible  decline. 

World  demand  for  oil  -  particularly  in 
China  and  India  -  continues  to  rocket. 
The  PeakOil  crossover  between  rising 
demand  and  falling  supply  will  cause 
almost  immediate  economic  agony  in 
a  globalised  world  economy  addicted 
to  cheap  energy  and  cheap  transport. 
This  will  lead  to  a  series  of  ‘  oil-shock’

in  chaos

SO  MG  Rover  has  finally  fallen 
and  with  it  has  gone  5000  jobs 
at  the  century-old  West  Midlands 
motor  works,  along  with  tens  of 
thousands  more  in  suppliers  and 
other  businesses  dependent  on 
Longbridge  for  their  livelihood. 
Marconi  is  also  going  -  laying  off 
450  workers  in  Coventry  and  shutting 
down  the  Edge  Hill  plant  in  Liverpool, 
which  in  1912  made  the  world’s  first 
automatic  telephone  exchange,  with 
another  300  highly-skilled  jobs  lost. 

It  is  looking  as  though  even  the  global 
giants  are  in  trouble  with  IBM  laying 
off  13,000  workers  across  Europe, 
1,500  in  Britain.  The  world’s  biggest 
car-makers  are  also  tottering.  Ford  and 
General  Motors  have  had  their  stock 
downgraded  by  investment  funds  to 
‘junk  bond’  status,  whilst  Daimler- 
Chrysler  lost  a  billion  pounds  on  the 
Mercedes  passenger  car  operation  in 
the  first  quarter  of  2005. 

And  all  the  while  the  tidal  wave 
of  cheap  Chinese  imports  sweeps 
onward,  higher  and  higher,  swamping

the  industries  not  just  of  Britain  but 
of  America  and  Europe  as  well. 

As  we  predicted  in  last  month’s 
Freedom ,  the  Chinese  didn’t  even 
want  to  take  over  Rover.  The 
Shanghai  Automotive  Industry 
Corporation  had  already  bought  the 
Rover  and  MG  brands,  which  was  all 
they  really  wanted.  Now  they  can  slap 
our  once  proudly  British  badge  on  the 
bonnet  of  the  imitation  Rovers  they 
can  make  much  cheaper  in  China. 


Marconi  is  collapsing  because  it  lost 
the  contract  to  build  Britain’s  next 
generation  BT  telephone  network 
to  Chinese  combine  Huawei.  IBM 
has  already  sold  off  its  once-world- 
leading  PC  arm  to  the  Chinese,  and  is 
reeling  from  cheap  Chinese  imports. 
Western  car-makers  live  in  growing 
dread  of  the  cheap  Chinese  import 
challenge  now  gathering  pace  and 
about  to  sweep  down  on  a  showroom 
near  you. 


Even  Rolls-Royce  aero  engines, 
employing  23,000  highly-skilled 
British  workers  at  seven  UK  plants, 
is  ominously  only  prepared  to  commit 
itself  to  stay  in  Britain  “as  long  as  we 
are  competitive  here”.  After  that,  once 
the  growing  number  of  skilled  Chinese 
engineering  workers  can  make  Rolls- 
Royce  engines  at  a  fraction  of  the 
cost  of  First  World  workers,  no  doubt 
Rolls-Royce  too  will  shut  down  here 
and  move  to  China,  in  as  exactly  the 


same  way  as  Rover. 

Many  of  the  jobs  and  industries  now 
being  now,  at  IBM,  Marconi  etc. 
are  in  the  very  high-tech,  modem, 
‘knowledge-based’  industries  which 
were  supposed  to  be  our  economic 
future.  A  future  that  turns  out  to 
be  built  on  sand.  As  Sir  Geoffrey 
Owen  of  the  London  School  of 
Economics  recently  warned;  “it  is 
perfectly  sensible  to  be  worried  by 
the  absence  in  Britain  of  large, 
nationally  owned,  research-intensive 
high-technology  businesses”. 

These  increasingly  absent 
businesses  and  industries  were 
supposed  to  replace  the  jobs  being 
lost  in  droves  in  the  traditional 
‘metal-bashing’  engineering  and 
manufacturing  sector,  in  which 
Britain  once  led  the  world. 
According  to  Tory,  Labour  and 
Lib-Dem  evangelists  of  the  cult  of 
Free  Trade  and  globalisation,  this 
was  supposed  to  be  our  future.  We 
are  seeing  it,  and  it’s  not  working. 
In  fact,  it’s  being  shut  down  and 
sold  off  to  China.

BRITISH  employees,  both  part 
time  and  full  time,  at  Alton 
Towers,  the  theme  park  in  Stafford¬ 
shire,  are  having  their  working 
hours  cut  by  half. 

However,  none  of  the  company’s  80 
Slovakian  workers,  who  are  employed 
on  a  different  contract  have  had  their 
hours  reduced. 

“It’s  just  a  cost-cutting  manoeuvre”,  an 
Alton  Towers  worker  told  Freedom. 
“Experienced  British  staff  are  being 
sidelined,  to  make  way  for  foreign 
workers  who  do  the  job  for  half  the 
money.  My  worry  is  that  many  of 
them  don’t  understand  English  so 
are  unclear  on  what  instructions  they 
have  been  given,  and  that’s  when 
accidents  can  happen.”

recessions,  each  getting  deeper  as 
energy  gets  more  expensive.  But 
each  recession,  although  triggered 
by  soaring  oil  costs,  will  then  lead 
to  a  brief  crash  in  the  oil  price, 
something  that  will  make  it  all 
but  impossible  for  market-driven 
economies  to  develop  economically 
viable  alternative  energy  sources. 

The  whole  debt-and-cheap-energy 
base  of  the  modem  world  is  about 
to  end.  The  only  debate  among 
geologists  and  other  experts  is  not  ‘if 
but  ‘when’,  with  the  optimists  saying 
perhaps  forty  years  from  now,  and 
the  pessimists  saying  next  year  and 
that  the  resolutely  high  price  of  cmde 
today  is  an  early  warning  sign. 
PeakOil  is  why  George  Bush  has 
invaded  Iraq  and  might  soon  invade 
Iran.  It  is  not  about  boosting  profits 
for  US  oil  companies,  or  with  making 
the  Middle  East  safe  for  Israel.  It’s 
not  even  about  securing  cheap  oil.  It 
is  about  securing  oil  at  any  price. 
PeakOil  is  why  the  Labour 
government  is  shortly  going  to  start 
softening  up  public  opinion  for  a 
massive  programme  of  building  new 
power  stations  powered  by  imported 
natural  gas,  followed  by  a  fresh  wave 


of  nuclear  power  stations. 

PeakOil  is  why  Japanese  car 
companies  are  selling  hybrid  fuel  cars, 
and  why  oil  giant  British  Petroleum 
is  spending  a  fortune  in  advertising 
to  get  across  the  idea  that  BP  now 
stands  for  ‘Beyond  Petroleum’. 

But  whatever  advertising  gimmicks 
the  oil  companies  come  up  with, 
and  however  much  ‘too  little,  too 
late’  alternative  power  sources  are 
brought  on  stream  by  big  companies 
or  by  governments,  the  PeakOil  crisis 


cannot  be  avoided. 

PeakOil  is  going  to  transform  our 
world  -  your  world.  Forget  about 
economic  growth.  Forget  about  rising 
prosperity.  No  government  in  the 
world  will  be  able  to  deliver  those 
once  global  oil  energy  production  is 
in  decline,  and  any  politicians  who 
say  otherwise  will  be  lying.

Plundered 
cockle  beds 
forced  to  close 

MORECAMBE  Bay’s  cockle 
beds,  which  have  been 
plundered  over  the  last  12  months 
by  gangs  of  illegal  immigrants, 
have  been  closed  to  protect  their 
dwindling  fishing  stocks. 

The  North  Western  and  North  Wales 
Sea  Fisheries  Committee  took  the 
decision  after  a  survey  found  the 
numbers  of  adult  and  juvenile  cockles 
had  been  drastically  reduced. 

Local  fishermen  have  tenderly 
harvested  the  sand  banks  for  genera¬ 
tions,  collecting  cockles,  shrimps 
and  muscles,  but  now  their  liveli¬ 
hoods  are  threatened  because  of 
over-fishing  of  this  natural  resource 
by  illegal  cocklers  from  China  and 
Eastern  Europe.

Denis  MacShane,  the  Labour  MP  for 
Rotherham,  said  the  BNP  had  taken 
advantage  of  politicians’  failure  to 
“change  the  lives  of  too  many  working- 
class  people  in  poorer  estates”. 
Responding  to  reports  on  the  growth 
of  the  BNP  in  The  Guardian  and  The 
Independent ,  British  National  Party 
press  officer,  Phil  Edwards,  said: 
“We  have  progressed  a  lot  in  the  last 
three  years,  and  are  now  moving  away 
from  being  a  fringe  party  and  into  the 
mainstream.  We  consider  ourselves 
to  be  Britain’s  fourth  party.” 


British  children  are 

suffering  behavioural  and 
learning  disorders  because  their 
diets  are  deficient  in  vital 
nutrients  essential  for  normal 
brain  development  and  function. 
That  is  the  finding  of  a  study 
conducted  by  researchers  from 
Oxford  University’s  department  of 
physiology  after  tests  showed  40% 
of  underachieving  and  disruptive 
children  given  supplements  high  in 
omega-3  essential  fats  (contained 
in  fish  oils)  showed  a  dramatic 
improvement  in  concentration  and 
behaviour. 

Symptoms  associated  with  attention 
deficit  and  hyperactivity  disorder 
(ADHD)  were  also  reduced  and  there 
was  a  significant  improvement  in 
reading  and  spelling. 

Fish  oils  are  largely  missing  from 
modem  processed  diets  and  this 
has  led  to  a  fourfold  increase  in 
disorders  such  as  ADHD,  dyslexia 
and  dyspraxia  in  the  past  20  years. 


This  was  clearly  illustrated  in  a 
recent  Channel  Five  documentary 
‘Classroom  Chaos’  which  showed 
pupils  talking  back  to  teachers, 
fighting  and  generally  behaving 
badly.  A  situation  confirmed  by  the 
Teacher  Support  Network,  which 
reported  that  it  was  receiving  more 
calls  to  its  help  line  about  behavioural 
problems  than  ever  before. 

Our  children’s  diets  today  are 
inadequate  for  their  basic  needs,  and 
it’s  not  only  behaviour  problems  that 
are  caused  by  this  poor  diet.  The 
low-cost,  junk  food  diet  served  up  in 
British  schools  is  fuelling  an  obesity 
epidemic  among  young  children. 
Official  figures  published  this  month 
by  the  Department  of  Health  showed 
that  more  than  a  quarter  of  two  to  ten 
year-olds  in  England  are  overweight 
and  one  in  seven  is  obese.  Childhood 
obesity  has  tripled  in  20  years,  a 
condition  that  has  been  linked  to 
cancer,  heart  disease,  diabetes,  renal 
failure,  osteoarthritis  and  psycho¬ 
logical  damage.  The  report  calculates 
that  the  economic  cost  in  England 
alone  could  be  £7.4bn  a  year,  a  figure 
that  will  rapidly  rise. 

Healthy  eating  messages  are 
“drowned  out”  by  the  advertising 
budgets  of  large  food  companies. 
Market  leaders  in  the  food  industry 
-  Coca-Cola,  McDonald’s,  Walkers  -

all  offer  unhealthy  food  options  yet 
aim  their  advertising  at  children.  Junk 
food  manufacturers  should  be  banned 
from  advertising  during  children’s 
television,  as  should  the  use  of  popular 
characters  such  as  Scooby-Doo, 
Bagpuss,  Winnie  the  Pooh  and  The 
Simpsons  to  sell  unhealthy  food  high 
in  levels  of  fat,  salt  or  sugar  which 
make  it  more  difficult  for  parents  to 
refuse  their  children  these  foods. 

We  must  change  the  diet  of  our 
children  and  their  lifestyle  to 
include  more  exercise  if  the  rising 
trend  of  bad  behaviour  and  obesity 
is  to  be  halted.  No  one  can  turn  a 
blind  eye  to  this  epidemic,  which  if 
left  unchecked  will  see  children  die 
before  their  parents. 


Workers  told  to  train  their 
Romanian  replacements 


WORKERS  at  a  seat  belt 
factory  in  Carlisle  in 
Cumbria  have  been  told  to  train 
the  Romanian  workers  who  will  be 
taking  their  jobs. 

Two-thirds  of  the  242-strong 
workforce  at  Key  Safety  Systems  UK, 
are  facing  the  sack  because  production 
is  being  transferred  to  Romania.  To  add 
insult  to  injury,  senior  managers  have 
told  those  being  made  redundant  to 
train  44  new  employees  from  Romania 
how  to  do  their  jobs. 


One  disillusioned  worker  at  the 
factory  told  Freedom : 

“The  workforce  have  been  treated 
very  badly.  Our  union  should  be 
fighting  tooth  and  nail  to  keep 
our  jobs  in  Carlisle  but  the  union 
representative  just  shrugged  his 
shoulders  and  said  exporting  British 
jobs  to  Eastern  Europe  was  the  way 
of  industry  nowadays. 

“When  I  broached  the  subject  of 
Romanian  workers  actually  taking 
our  jobs  here  in  the  city,  he  said  he 


wouldn’t  listen  to  such  talk  because  it 
was  racist. 

“To  me  it’s  like  being  back  in  the 
1980s,  British  workers  are  being 
sacrificed  so  the  bosses  can  make 
bigger  profits  for  themselves  and  their 
shareholders.” 

Key  Safety  Systems  UK  managing 
director,  Isaac  Wharton,  said  the 
Carlisle  workforce  was  “highly 
skilled,”  but  the  company  had  to  cut 
production  costs  and  was  moving  to 
Romania. 


Hi  folds lir

A  MARKET  town’s  traditional 
flower  show  and  St.  George’s 
Day  parade  were  cancelled  because 
the  local  council  couldn’t  afford 
stewards  to  police  the  events 
The  Boston  Horticultural,  Flower 
and  Craft  Show  draws  thousands  of 
visitors  every  year  with  exhibitions 
of  traction  engines,  flower  displays, 
prize-winning  vegetables,  animals 
and  home-made  crafts. 

The  St.  George’s  Day  procession, 
organised  by  local  Scout  and  Guide 
groups,  was  scaled  down  from  a 
march  through  the  town  centre  to  a 
shuffle  down  the  local  parish  church 
aisle. 

Doreen  Akrill,  leader  of  the  16th 
Boston  Rainbows,  Brownies  and 
Guides,  said:  “It  is  such  a  pity.  The 
kids  love  the  parade,  and  we  are  all 
very  disappointed.  Another  tradition 
has  bitten  the  dust.” 

But  there’s  no  shortage  of  funds 
for  Boston  Council’s  asylum  seekers 
housing  support  programme.  Its 
website  boasts  of  a  “free  and 
comprehensive  advice  and  information 
service”  with  a  “wide  range  of  leaflets, 
numerous  information  booklets”  and 
“advice  officers  ready  to  talk  about 
particular  circumstances”.

Eg  targets  newsagents 

Thousands  of  the  UK’s  small 
newsagents  will  be  forced  to 
close  because  EU  policy  demands 
they  change  the  way  newspapers 
and  magazines  are  delivered. 

At  present,  Britain’s  ‘universal  supply 
code’  ensures  that  99  per  cent  of 
people  can  buy  publications  in  the 
most  obscure  parts  of  the  country  and 
pay  the  same  price. 

But  the  EU  says  this  practice  breaches 
its  competition  rules  and  must  stop.

JUST  48  hours  after  BNP 
chairman,  Nick  Griffin,  was  in 
court  because  of  a  speech  expressing 
the  disquiet  of  many  about  the 
growth  of  Islamic  extremism  in 
Britain,  a  Muslim  demonstration  in 
London  was  calling  for  more  acts 
of  terrorism  and  “another  9/11”.

Most  of  the  mob  of  500  had  their 
faces  covered  with  scarves  and  waved 
‘Islam  will  dominate  the  world’ 
placards,  but  despite  the  threatening 
nature  of  the  demonstration,  the  police 
stood  by  and  made  no  arrests. 

Later,  in  response  to  a  query  from 
the  BNP,  the  Metropolitan  Police 
said  that  it  would  be  unlikely  that 
officers  would  be  studying  the  video 
tape  of  the  demonstration  to  see  if 
any  laws  had  been  broken.

AS  A  direct  result  of  last 
month’s  General  Election 
the  British  National  Party  now 
has  £55, 000-worth  of  digital 
printing  equipment. 

This  equipment,  which  includes  the 
latest  computer-linked  A3  digital 
duplicators;  three  folding  machines, 
and  a  heavy  duty  power  guillotine, 
was  stretched  to  its  very  limits  to 
produce  nearly  6,000,000  election 
addresses  in  the  time  available. 

It  is,  however,  purpose-built  for 
the  key  job  for  which  we  have 
bought  it  -  printing  short  runs  of 
local  community  newsletters  in  our 
target  wards  between  now  and  next 
April,  and  the  record  number  of 
local  election  addresses  that  we  will 
need  next  May. 

The  acquisition  of  all  this  equipment 
for  significantly  less  than  what 
we  would  have  had  to  pay  to 
get  the  leaflets  printed  commer¬ 
cially  (albeit  to  a  somewhat  higher 
quality),  makes  that  goal  very  much 
more  achievable. 

Making  the  most  of  this  big  new 
resource  base  now  has  to  be  our  top 
priority.  Already  our  Elections  and 
Publicity  Departments  are  working 
on  a  new  plan  to  produce  regular 
standardised  Tocalisable’  leaflet 
blue-prints,  and  for  a  series  of 
training  days  around  the  country  to 
maximise  the  number  of  branches 
able  to  use  them  really  well. 

Our  Audiovisual  Department 
made  our  television  and  radio 
broadcasts  entirely  ‘in-house’  for 
the  first  time  ever.  Once  again,  we 
were  able  to  buy  the  equipment 
needed  to  do  this  for  roughly 
the  same  amount  it  would  have 
cost  us  to  hire  professionals.  Here 
too,  then,  we  have  got  the  very 
maximum  value  for  money  out  of 
the  limited  funds  we  had  to  spend 
on  the  General  Election. 


Of  course  the  BNP,  like  all  the 
parties,  incurred  debts  to  fight  the 
General  Election.  The  Tories  for 
instance,  now  owe  a  staggering  £16 
million.  On  May  6th,  by  contrast, 
the  British  National  Party  owed 
just  under  £25,000,  mainly  for 
commercial  printing  in  our  key  areas 
and  the  cost  of  some  deposits. 

By  the  time  you  read  this,  most  of 
that  will  have  been  paid  off,  leaving 
us  with  the  extra  assets,  skills  and 
experience  which  will  allow  us  to 
make  the  next  big  step  forward.

BARKING  TOPS 


GENERAL 

ELECTION 

ROUND-UP 


AS  EXPECTED,  Barking  in 
Essex  provided  the  British 
National  Party  with  its  best  vote 
of  the  General  Election  with  an 
excellent  4,916  votes. 

This  was  an  encouraging  17%  of  the 
total  vote  cast  and  something  of  an 
achievement  in  the  face  of  media 
coverage  monopolised  by  the  three 
main  parties  for  all  of  the  four-week 
campaign.  BNP  candidate  Richard 
Bambrook  was  delighted  with  the 
size  of  the  vote  but  disappointed  not 
to  have  secured  that  coveted  second 
place,  finishing  just  an  agonising  27 
votes  behind  the  Tories. 

David  Exley  in  Dewsbury,  who  ran 
the  Liberal  Democrats  close  for  third 
place  with  his  5066  votes  (13%), 
provided  the  BNP  with  its  second 
best  vote,  and  Len  Starr  in  Burnley 
‘picked  up  the  bronze’  with  his  4003 
votes,  nearly  11%  of  the  total  vote. 
In  fact  the  BNP  team  in  Burnley 
know  their  vote  would  have  been 
considerably  higher  had  it  not  been 
for  the  intervention  of  Independent 
candidate,  Harry  Brooks,  who  polled 
an  incredible  5787.  Harry,  who  also 
runs  on  an  anti-immigration  platform, 
is  something  of  a  celebrity  in  Burnley 
having  led  the  town’s  Independent 
group  on  the  council  for  many  years. 
There  was  a  clutch  of  constituencies 
where  the  party  polled  over  9%  with 


Nick  Griffin  in  Keighley,  Simon 
Darby  in  Dudley  North,  Lawrence 
Rustem  in  Dagenham  and  James 
Lloyd  in  West  Bromwich  West, 
along  with  their  campaign  teams  all 
deserving  a  pat-on-the-back. 

For  a  relatively  new  party  trying  to 
take  its  place  within  the  mainstream 


of  British  politics,  one  priority  is 
to  preserve  our  meagre  resources, 
so  saving  a  deposit  was  a  major 
achievement  and  congratulations  must 
go  out  to  the  candidates  and  election 
campaigners  in  those  constituencies 
where  that  5%  threshold  was  gained. 
Commiserations  to  those  party 
workers  in  the  21  seats  where  we 
secured  over  4%  of  the  vote  but  just 
fell  short  of  that  all  important  target. 
As  with  the  European  Elections  last 
June,  the  BNP  polled  strongly  in  many 
of  the  118  constituencies  contested 
without  actually  achieving  anything 
spectacular.  Steady  progress  was 
the  order  of  the  day  and  although 
there  was  quite  a  wide  variation  in 
the  party’s  percentages,  not  one  of 
the  results  could  be  described  as 
‘disappointing’. 

Even  in  Wales  and  Scotland  where  the 
BNP  has  struggled  in  the  past,  to  take 
around  3%  of  the  vote  in  the  four  seats 
contested  provided  a  very  satisfactory 
return  on  the  effort  put  in.

STOKE  British  National  Party 
have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of 
their  efforts  in  their  local  Mayoral 
Election  where  Steve  Batkin  was 
just  435  votes  of  securing  a  run-off 
with  the  Labour  candidate. 

If  Steve  had  made  it  into  the  runners-up 
spot,  there  was  general  consensus  at 
the  count  that  he  would  have  won  the 
second  vote  as  the  majority  of  the 
Labour  candidate’s  next  preference 
votes  were  for  the  BNP.

NICK  Griffin  also  attended  the 
first  major  PeakOil  conference 
ever  held  in  Britain. 

It  took  place  in  Edinburgh,  where  500 
guests  heard  presentations  by  energy 
experts.  PeakOil  is  the  ‘shorthand’ 
description  given  to  the  theory  that 
the  world  production  of  oil  is  about 
to  reach  a  peak  and  then  begin 
irreversible  decline.  Combined  with 
the  rising  demand  for  oil  in  China, 
India  and  the  West,  this  is  a  recipe  for 
economic  and  social  catastrophe. 
Among  the  BNP  delegation  were 
BNP  webmaster,  Steve  Blake  and 
Legal  Department  head,  Lee  Barnes. 
Speaking  after  the  conference,  Mr 
Bames  told  Freedom  that  having  heard 


the  arguments  and  the  facts,  it  is  clear 
that  the  coming  PeakOil  crisis  is  going 
to  have  a  massive  impact  on  political 
ideas,  the  economy  and  the  lives  of 
people  in  the  developed  world.

Democracy ,  propose  policies  which 
would  be  of  immense  help  in 
minimising  the  impact  of  the 
PeakOil  crisis. 

“If  only  a  fraction  of  the  predictions 
made  by  geologists  come  to  pass,  then 
some  of  our  proposals  -  such  as  the 
creation  of  a  Ministry  of  Finance  to 
oversee  our  programme  of  economic 
regeneration,  and  replacing  oil-based 
agri-business  with  a  huge  shift  to 
smaller,  organic,  family-run  farms  - 
will  become  matters  not  of  political 
choice  but  of  national  survival.” 

Steve  Blake  confirmed  the  seriousness 
of  the  situation: 

“The  debate  is  not  about  whether 
it  will  happen,  or  whether  it  will 
change  the  world.  It  is  only  about 
when  it  will  happen  and  whether  the 
transition  will  be  disastrous  or  just 
very  painful. 

“The  end  of  perpetual  growth 
economics  will  either  be  the  thing 
that  gives  us  nationalists  our  best 
opportunity  to  come  to  power,  or  we 
will  have  to  deal  with  it  not  long  after 
we  do.  Either  way,  this  is  an  issue  we 
cannot  afford  to  ignore.”

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Changing  public  perception 

AFTER  A  General  Election  it  is  important  to  take  time  out  to 
reflect  on  the  voters’  verdict.  As  far  as  Freedom  is  concerned, 
the  role  of  this  newspaper  within  the  British  National  Party  is 
to  promote  an  image  of  the  BNP  to  the  public,  countering  the 
lies  and  deception  that  our  opponents  push  in  their  literature  or 
manage  to  get  published  in  the  local  and  national  media. 

Whether  we  have  been  successful  can,  in  the  main,  be  determined  by 
the  size  of  the  vote  our  candidates  secured  in  their  constituencies,  but 
feedback  from  the  public  is  also  an  important  indicator. 

Throughout  the  four-week  campaign,  there  was  a  steady  stream 
of  calls  and  emails  to  the  Freedom  office  from  people  inquiring 
about  the  BNP.  I  also  manned  a  telephone  information  line  and 
canvassed  in  Barking  which  all  helped  to  provide  a  fair  snapshot  of 
the  public’s  perception  of  our  party. 

Disappointingly,  the  same  indictment  came  from  all  three  sources  of 
information  and  that  was  that  the  BNP  is  perceived  as  a  one-issue 
party.  This  was  despite  the  publication  of  our  excellent  manifesto, 
regarded  by  many  political  pundits  as  the  most  comprehensive  and 
broadly-based  document  produced  by  any  party  during  the  election. 
Five  years  ago,  the  image  of  the  British  National  Party  in  most 
peoples’  minds  was  male,  extreme  in  political  viewpoint  and 
aggressive  in  nature  -  “skinhead  nazi  thugs”  as  The  Sun  and  Daily 
Mail  would  gleefully  report.  Thankfully,  despite  the  best  efforts  of 
our  opponents  in  the  media,  that  image  doesn’t  now  ring  true  to  the 
public.  This  change  in  perception  was  achieved  through  a  concerted 
effort  to  portray  the  BNP  as  it  really  is  in  our  publications  and 
literature.  The  whole  process  took  time  but  the  end  result  has  been 
well  worthwhile. 

Now  we  must  move  on  to  change  the  perception  of  being  a 
single  issue  party.  Immigration  is  just  one  of  many  policies 
foisted  on  countries  by  one-world  politicians.  It  is  their  goal 
of  globalisation  that  nationalism  opposes  so  we  must  promote 
ALL  our  policies  against  this  destructive  creed  showing  that  our 
philosophy  encompasses  every  single  facet  of  political  life  from 
the  economy  through  to  the  environment.

both  attracting  13.8%  of  the  vote  in 
Nelson  South  and  Pendle  Central 
respectively  and  Thomas  Boocock 
polling  13.5%  in  Pendle  East. 

In  other  traditional  BNP  areas  the 
party  did  well  with  Tom  Richardson 
polling  623  (8.3%)  in  Chigwell 
&  Loughton  Broadway  and  Pat

Labour  thugs  get 
BNP  a  hearing 
in  Knowsley 

A  RESIDENTS’  association  voted 
to  hear  a  speech  from  a  British 
National  Party  candidate  to  show 
their  disgust  at  the  bully-boy  tactics 
of  a  gang  of  Labour  Party  thugs. 
The  meeting  in  a  village  hall  in 
the  parliamentary  seat  of  Knowsley 
North  and  Sefton  East,  was  besieged 
by  40  placard- waving  demonstrators.

McDermott,  ran  a  gauntlet  of  chants  of 
abuse  as  he  entered  the  building,  which 
led  to  confusion  amongst  the  audience 
who  voted  not  to  allow  him  to  address 
them  because  they  mistakenly  thought 
the  protesters  outside  the  building  were 
BNP  supporters.
